The approval by the Sen ate of the Soviet- 
American con sular treaty has left the more astute 
Kremlin blogists in Washin gton bad ly shaken . They 
see it as on e more step toward a n ew an d virulen t 
appeasemen t of the Commun ists, an d an in d ication 
that the in terests that pressed for ratification have 
a far greater hold on the Con gress 
than man y had suspected . 
A breakd own of the vote, 
moreover, raises some in terestin g 
question s about the Republican 
Party, its future, an d its strategy. 
Six ty-six Sen ators voted for the 
treaty. Of this n umber, 23 were 
Republican s, which mean s that if 
Min ority Lead er Everett McKin ­ 
ley Dirksen had stood up in op- 
De Toled an o 
position an d used his in fluen ce with the GOP. the 
treaty would have been stun n in gly d efeated . (A 
shift of four \otes would have been sufficien t to 
kill it.) 
To the relief of the Democrats, who are feel­ 
in g jittery about public reaction to the treaty, more 
Sen ators of their own party — 15, to be ex act — 
voted again st the treaty than d id the Republican s. 
The GOP opposition could muster on ly 13 votes. The 
blame, therefore, falls to Mr. Dirksen an d his hen ch­ 
men , thereby robbin g the Republican Party of a 
major issue in 1968. .Amon g the Republican Sen ators 
who wen t alon g was Peter Domin ick of Colorad o, 
much to the d isappoin tmen t of those who had hoped 
that he would reject ex ped ien cy an d stick to prin ­ 
ciple. 
Mr. Domin ick is n o more to be cen sured than 
other con servatives, like his fellow Republican sen ­ 
ator from Colorad o. Gord on Allott, who also voted 
for the treaty. He is sin gled out here because he 
represen ts a tren d in the GOP that can on ly brin g 
d isaster for the party in 1968 an d thereafter. He is 
also a prime ex ample of those who have let them­ 
selves be d ragoon ed by a tin y min ority of liberals 
In the Republican Party. 
Let it be recalled that when Peter Domin ick 
was elected to the Un ited States Sen ate in 1962, he 
was the fair-haired boy of the GOP. He had carved 
out a victory in a stron gly Democratic state. He 
was youn g, attractive, articulate — the kin d of 
“ n ew” Republican that the party had been lookin g 
for. At the time, everyon e pred icted a great future 
for Sen ator Domin ick, an d there was talk of him as 
a possible vice presid en tial n omin ee or even as 
a can d id ate for the Presid en cy. 
As a speaker at the 1964 Republican con ven tion , 
he stoked up the en thusiasm of the d elegates. His 


effectiven ess could best be measured by the an ­ 
guished cries of the Democrats, which is par for 
the course in American politics. Mr. Domin ick, 
however, became un common ly worried over the 
attacks sparked by his speech. Sin ce the San Fran ­ 
cisco festivities, he has been brood in g about his 
"im age” an d lookin g ahead with some trepid ation 
to 1968. when he comes up for re-election . 
Some ad visers have urged him to move to the 
left. On ly in this way, he was told , could he hold 
on to the Democratic votes that helped to elect him 
in 1962. When the con sular treaty came before the 
Sen ate, he was read y to follow Sen ator Dirksen ’s 
lead an d to ign ore mail that was run n in g up to 
200-to-l again st approval. To his in timates, he 
fran kly stated he would vote for the treaty because 
he "had to.” n ot because he wan ted to. 
But what has he achieved by this? The Demo- 
cratic Party in Colorad o has been set for some 
time to fight him tooth an d n ail. They see in 1968 
a chan ce to recapture his seat. By votin g as he 
d id . he won over n on e of the Democrats who are 
n ow plan n in g his d own fall. He lost Democratic 
con servatives who liked him in 1962 because they 
agreed with his views. An d he an tagon ized the Re­ 
publican s in his state who have begun to say, how­ 
ever un fairly, that he d iffers very little with the 
ad min istration — so why bother breakin g their 
backs for him? 
Had Peter Domin ick been pre-emin en t in the 
Sen ate, or had he built up a stron g person al ma­ 
chin e in his state, he would be able to rid e out the 
storm blown up by his vote for the con sular treaty. 
He must n ow face an electorate ran gin g from 
apathetic to hostile. Un less there Is a marked 
chan ge in his political situation , he will become 
on e more victim to the ad vice so freely an d fre­ 
quen tly offered by the liberals to Republican s: “ Go 
left, youn g man . go left.” 
The major loser will, of course, be the GOP. 
On ce more it has allowed a small liberal caucus to 
d omin ate the Republican Party. If Sen ator Dom­ 
in ick loses his seat, however, few of the pun d its 
will remember his d ecision to swin g aw’ay from 
those who elected him. Not that an yon e ex pects a 
Peter Domin ick — or an y legislator from a Demo­ 
cratic state — to lead the con servative troops in to 
battle. But there is a con sid erable d ifferen ce be­ 
tween accommod atin g himself to the n ature of his 
con stituen cy an d strikin g out for the left ban k of 
the political main stream. 
There is still time for Mr. Domin ick to rehabili­ 
tate himself. But he will n ot d o this by feed in g the 
mouth that bites him.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The 
lalk of the film indu stry this 
week was the annou ncement by 
Hie Colu mbia Broadcasting Sy s­ 
tem that it is going into the 
bu siness of making mov ies for 
theaters. 
“This makes it a whole new 
ball game,” said a mov ie big­ 
wig in assessing the significance 
Of the CBS mov e. 
The annou ncement was made 
by John A. Schneider, president 
Of the CBS broadcast grou p. 
The import of this dev elop­ 
ment is being discu ssed in film 
Indu stry circles. 
At least three elements hav e 
emerged: 
1. CBS is taking firm action to 
assu re su pply of featu re mov ies 
for Its network programming. 
And if CBS does so, NBC and 
ABC may well follow su it. 
The smash su ccess of “ The 
Bridge On The Riv er Kwai” this 
season prov ed the v alu e of fea­ 
tu re mov ies in prime time TV. 
All three networks hav e become 
increasingly 
concerned 
abou t 
the su pply of featu res, which 
will be ex pended within three 
y ears. At that time the networks 
will hav e to start replay ing 
films that hav e 
already 
ap­ 
peared on TV — or else su pply 
new ones. 
2. The major stu dios will now 
be faced with direct competition 
by the telev ision indu stry ’. 
Until 
now, 
the 
Holly wood 
companies hav e thriv ed by u s­ 
ing telev ision to bolster their 
finances; sales of TV series and 
old mov ies hav e sav ed the stu ­ 
dios from insolv ency . 
For the first time, the old-line 
companies are faced with direct 
competition for theatrical book­ 
ings. Is the CBS mov e at v ari 
ance with antitru st laws? The 
film companies may look into 
this. Bu t CBS will u ndou btedly 
seek to protect itself on that 
score. 
3. Mov ie theaters will wel­ 
come the CBS dev elopment. 
For the past decade the cen­ 
tral theme of theater conv en­ 
tions has been: “ We need more 
produ ct.” 
Ex hibitors 
hav e 
claimed that the film produ cers 
do not su pply enou gh new fea­ 
tu res to maintain a healthy in­ 
du stry '. 
The nu mber of CBS featu res 
is ex pected to be no more than 
10 per y ear at the beginning.
